■ There aro two lloiiii>.hiiig (iranges 
In C'lirislian eoniily, one loialeil at 
(.'hiin h Hill and the other at t'asky. 
The Iwii iiiiiplier alioiil two bnndred 
III' llie iiiosi pi'iiiiiiiieul and substan- 
tial farmers of llie eonnly. 

l''or the hist live years it has been 
the custom of tho Ciraugers to ar- 
range to consign their tobacco all to- 
gether to one warehouse, and the 
wareboiiseincii have given them a re- 
bate. Tills arraiigomeiit was made 
by letting the contract to the lowest 
bidder, and, as the Grangers' tobacco 
ranged all the way fW)m 600 to 1,000 
hogsheads a year. It was a big thing. 

Messrs. Buckner * WoOldrldge se- 
en red tlic contract for three years, 
and Messrs. Gant ft Sons had It for 
IN-'I and 1883. Tho bidding, ui 
I uiir^e, became more animated from 
year to year, and in 1882 thn Messrs. 
(jaiit obligated themieivo* to give a 
rebate of $1.05 ft'om tho i-cgiUar rale 
of 12.50 |)cr bogtbcad. Under this 
iii raiiKemcnt llicy received 790 hogs- 
licuds, innklng a saving of 11 ,203.50 
to tbe (iraiieers. 

Last siiiiiiiier, the Kiiiiiil nl i'raile. 
eiiinpo^eil of ihe li.li;ii . ii liner^ ami 
warelioll-eluell. held a lilrelill;; and 
ilei'ideil thai all of Ihe waielioiise- 
lllun iiiiist ohli^ale llieiiisehe- mil In 
idler Ihe ti landers any rebate whal- 
ever. The (jioiinds for this were, 
lliat It kept Ihe warehiiu-enii 11 from 
having a iinifuriii rale, and iiiitsiders 
demanded the same lali'- on the 
siore of peiMiiial lVleiid'-hi|i, birye 
crop-, ell'., and thereby eaused eiid- 
le.-s aniioyam e. The w areluiiiselileii 
elaiiiied lhal fanners wliii had twen- 
ty or more bugsbcad* to hcII would 
threaten to Join the Grango and «avo 
if.).-< or If III if tbey were not given a 
redliied rale. 

The doci»loii uf tbe Board uf Trade 
was communicated to tbe Grangers 
and they at once rose up In arm*, so 
to speak, and declared they would 
not pay Aill rates. A tbrmal demand 
for a rebate was made which wu.s 
promptly declined. 

Tbe Granger* then held a consut- 
latioii, and decided to make a proiw- 
siiion to a T^nisville warciiouse. Dr. 
J. D. Clardy wa* appointed by 
Church Hill Grange and Mr. Wins- 
ton Ilcnry by Cnsky (irangc to act as 
agent* in the matter. After some 
preliminary correspoinlenie. Mr. .1. 
S. I'lielps. reprcsenlin^r mie of the 
Lolli-ville \\ alehouse-, eailie liilhi« 
eity and Ihe arran^'enieiil w as made, 
llie lobai eo to be .old fer *l..jO and 
one per lent eoiiiiiii--ion. The 
In i;:lil rail i.i l.i.uUville will be :il 
I I on Ihe hiiiiilreil. It Is i'>iiniai- 
ed thai there will be about KKI liii};s- 
heads, or alioiil (l.'ill.iK.K) pounds of 
bar,,,. 

We have talked w ith several of the 
Grangers anil^ ibey say liny were 
working for a priiieiple of their or- 
der and nut so iiiiieb fur the amount 
of the rebate. One of i hem told lis 
that tbey wvnlil iiave ueeepled a re- 
bate of 25 cent*, but were determiiieil 
uot to be deflefl and forced to aban- 
don one of the object* of their order. 

The warehoutemen tao the Gran- 
gers will loM money. They will lia\ e 
to pay between 15 and $6 fkwight per 
hogshead and will got but 11.00 re- 
bate. Their tobacco will be broken 
and put on thiT market by strangers 
2U0 miles away, and they predict that 
the Granger* will bo tired of their 
cont^ract after a few trials. Tlie 
liraii;;ers, however, say they are able 
to take eare of tlieiiiselves and w ill 
do so. They have arranged In ^el all 
he iniiuey lliey may waiil advaiieeil 
on their tohaeeo fat S per l eiil. 

While we refriet to ~ee m, iiiueh tu- 
baeei) sent away from our home 
market, it is not onr proviiiee to take 
sides in the inaller. We merely suh- 
mit a plain statement of tlic facts 
and leave tbo reader to form his own 
coneluslori a* to which side is in tlic 
right.
